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SEC. 2. Section two hundred seventy-five point twenty-five
(275.25), Code 1954, is hereby amended by striking from lines nine-
teen (19) and twenty (20) thereof the following: ‘“The new board
shall meet and organize on July 1 following their election.” and in-
serting in lieu thereof the following: “The new board shall organize
between July 1 and July 15 following their election upon call of the
county superintendent.”

SEC. 3. This Act being deemed of immediate importance shall take
effect and be in force from and after its publication in the Clinton
Herald, a newspaper published in Clinton, Iowa, and in the Daily
Times, a newspaper published in Davenport, Iowa.
